Athletics Despite 
Carnegie Bulletin 


New York. Dei-. 30 (ZP)—Speak­ 
ing st a general discussion of col­ 
lege and school athletics aa de* 
scribed by the Carnegie Founda­ 
tion’s famous "Bulletin 23,” Avery 
Blindage of Chicago, president of 
the Am ateur Athletic Union, today 
predicted ‘ an era of am ateur a th ­ 
letics that will far surpass what 
we already have." 
Agreeing th a t abuses exist, Mr. 
Brundage related how th e Chicago 
Athletic association was forced to 
abandon th e sport of track and 
field because of the demand of a th ­ 
letes who had received subsidies 
at college and sought sim ilar In­ 
ducements from the club. 
Wrong Idea 
"If all the hullabaloo of the foot­ 
ball season la designed solely for 
the physical training of "some 40 
or 50 men on the squad.” said Mr. 
Brundage, "It’s all wrong—it’s all 
foolishness." 
The need, he declared, is for the 
development of a higher standard 
of am ateu r sportsm anship among 
all those connected with this and 
other sports, whether in a competi­ 
tive or adm inistrative capacity or 
merely as a spectator. 
Taking an optimistic view, Mr. 
Brundage said: "We are learning 
that the public and the press de­ 
mand when we have 
rules

they must be lived up to" and fore­ 
cast a general improvement through 
a closer adherence to the princi­

ROTARY HEARS 
FINE ADDRESS 


M ilw a u k e e Vocational 
School 
Official 
Is 
Main Speaker 


On* of th* most Interesting ad 
dresses ever given before th* Esca­ 
naba R o ta n club was that deliv­ 
ered yesterday by W. F. Patterson, 
director of employment and guid­ 
ance of the Milwaukee Vocational 
School. 
Mr. and Mrs. Patterson 
R ia l daughter are spending the hol­ 
idays at the home of Dr. and Mrs. 
C. M. Cuthbert and Mr. Patterson 
was yesterday persuaded to appear 
before the Rotary club and explain 
the practical application of voca 
tlonal guidance, to Industry, as ap­ 
plied by the Milwaukee school. 
The speaker explained the gross 
misconception that exists on the 
part of the general public as to 
what constitutes vocational 
guid 
ance and also as to Its practical 
application. 
He told of the expert- 
♦ nee of the Milwaukee board of 
education, over a long period of 
years and admitted 
that 
while 
methods of the future might change 
the experience of that city has pro­ 
duced most 
outstanding 
benefits. 
He explained that through a sys­ 
tem of records that follow each 
pupil from the time of entry In the 
public schools until he either grad­ 
u a l * or leaves school, It has been 
possible to learn the particular In­ 
terests and the particular ability of 
the individual 
students. 
By the 
use of these records both those 
r h o leave school before graduation 
and 
those 
who 
complete 
their 
courses are permitted to enter the 
vocational 
school, 
where 
actual 
work can be performed under actu 
al working conditions. In a wide 
\arietv of activities 
The vocation­ 
al school also teaches Ita pupils 
business methods surrounding each 
particular trade and a determined 
effort Is made to build up moral re­ 
sponsibility In each student. 
Industrial employers of Milwau­ 
kee have recognised the advantage 
of hiring men for a wide range of 
trades, who have first shown an 
adaptability for that 
trad" 
and 
have then been carefully trained 
in all of its branches. 
The result 
has been that a demand for stu­ 
dents from the school has devel 
c ped to th 1' point where the de­ 
mand cannot at all times be sup­ 
plied.

Milwaukee 
school 
plan and ventured the oplnton that 
suc-h a plan could well b ' ronald- 
• cred for adoption In cities of the 
site of Escanaba. 
The address wns a 
thoughtful

had concluded he was given a real 
ovation by his hearers.
